The “gassing” was part of a 
demonstration given by Major W.

A delegation from the Shawsheen 
Parent-Teacher association ap- 
peared at Tuesday night’s monthly 
school committee meeting to re- 
quest noon-hour supervision for 
children at the Shawsheen school. 
Such supervision was given sev- 
eral years ago, but was discon- 
tinued because of abuse of the pri- 
vilege. 

The group stated that a good 
many Shawsheen school pupils live 
too far from the school to have 
lunch at home during the winter, 
though they are able to bicycle the 
distance in the other seasons. Sey- 
eral parents have worked out an 
ingenious car-pooling system to 
transport the children of their 
neighborhoods, but because of ra- 
tioning, it is becoming more diffi- 
cult for them to continue that 
practice. 

Figures showing that 35 pupils 
live more than three-fourths of a 
mile from the school, were pres- 
ented to the committee, and it was 
stated that supervision is provided 
at the North, Central and West 
Parish grammar schools, though 
not at Indian Ridge.

Under the direction of Miss Car- 
penter, director of physical educa- 
tion, a program to build up the en- 
durance and general health of the 
Abbot students in accordance with 
suggestions presented at the Re- 
gional Institute of Physical Fitness 
held in Boston in November, was 
launched last week, and is being 
received with great enthusiasm.

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Cocoanut Grove Fire 
Touches Local Homes 


Though no present Andover resi- 
dents were involved in the dread 
holocaust which destroyed upwards 
of 480 lives in the Cocoanut Grove 
fire in Boston Saturday night, sev- 
eral local households were dark- 
ened by the death or injury of 
close relatives,

ished in the fire. Miss Playdon was

Lowell street, well-known local 
florist, and was at the Grove after 
watching the Boston College - Holy 
Cross game Saturday afternoon. 
She was studying this year at the 
Emerson school, Boston, her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Roy Playdon, 
continuing to reside in Connecti- 
cut. 

Many of her classmates and 
friends, as well as a large throng 
of local sympathizers, attended the 
funeral, which was held Tuesday 
afternoon from the Lundgren fu- 
neral home.

ANDOVER, 
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The Same Pocket 


Andover almost had interdepart- 
mental civil war last week. It arose 
when the School Committee re- 
ceived a letter from the Board of 
Public Works apprising the former 
that the latter was discontinuing 
the practice of preparing the play- 
ing field for school games other 
than maintenance of the grounds. 
“This would mean,’ the letter 
stater, “that work such as marking 
out the field, roping off, hanging 
burlap along the fence, materials 
such as lime for marking and any 
other work detail involved except 
general maintenance, would have 
to come under a separate appro- 
priation to be requested by your 
Department. The labor for carry- 
ing out this extra work could be 
provided from the present Park 
personnel and placed upon your 
payroll.” 

Some of the school committee 
flew into as near a rage as_ school 
committee members can do with 
dignity. They pointed out that the 
school department doesn’t send a 
bill to the selectmen for heat, 
light, janitor service, etc., for town 
meetings held in the school audi- 
torium—but all that expense is 
charged to the school committee. 
They might well have pointed out 
too that much of the teachers’ 
time this year has been spent on 
rationing, so that a good part of 
their salaries, on the B.P.W. pre- 
mise, should be charged to the ra- 
tioning board. 


To the town of Andover, it real- 
ly doesn’t matter a bit. What the 
town of Andover is concerned with 
mainly is to reduce governmental 
expenditures to a minimum con- 
sistent with wartime necessity, 
and it doesn’t care particularly 
whether a necessary function is 
paid for out of one department or 
another. It all comes out of the 
Same pocket, the taxpayer’s, and 
he wants the town officials to 
spend their time in effecting a re- 
out of his pocket and not just 
duction of the money that comes 
out of any particular department's 
appropriation. Tossing the expen- 
ses from one department to another 
doesn’t help him any. He has to pay 
just the same. 


Private Cocoanut Groves 


In one night, in one place, five 
percent of the country’s annual 
death toll by fire took place in Bos- 
ton—last Saturday,night. Reforms 
are going to result, much-needed 
reforms in night clubs here and all 
over the country. Such things as 
ample exits, workable ones, and 
non-inflammable decorations will 
be emphasized; already New York 
has taken steps to eliminate re- 
volving doors from its night spots. 

Naturally everybody is enraged 
about the conditions that led to this 
fire, but let us not forget that this 
was five percent of the annual 
death toll, that each year about 
9,500 more people are suffering 
death by fire. We’re going to elimi- 
nate the causes of the deaths of 
those nearly 500 people; but what 
are we doing about the 9,500? They 
are individual cases; we’ve had 
them here in Andover; they’ve had 
them all over the Nation. Can’t we 
do something about that?

We can feel shocked at the neg- 
ligence of the management of the 
Cocoanut Grove, and at the Boston 
situation which made the existence 
of such conditions possible. But 
many of us have, in our homes, 
conditions which may well result 
in someone in our family becoming 
one of those 10,000 who die annual- 
ly in the United States from fire. 

Last week, three days before 
Boston’s great disaster, Andover’s 
insurance company, the Merrimack 
Mutual, used a page of the Towns- 
man to send a message to the peo- 
ple of Andover. That message is 
worth repeating, and the lesson in 
today’s advertisement will also be 
worth studying and acting upon. 
The steps taken since the Cocoanut 
Grove fire have impressed many as 
locking the barn-door after the 
horse is stolen; last week’s mes- 
sage said: “How much better...to 
guard your home against fire NOW 
—than to suffer from useless re- 
gret, AFTER a fire occurs...In- 
spect your house from top to bot- 
tom—you'll be shocked at the ge- 
rious hazards you'll find. Don’t look 
for big things. You may find fire 
lurking in a cellar rubbish pile. Or 
a frayed lamp or appliance cord 
waiting to spark into flame, A 
heater pipe too close to a cellar 
beam...a collection of oily rags in 
a broom closet, a can of explosive 
cleaning fluid on the shelf. Bxamine 
yourself, too, for incendiary habits. 
Half your hazards may lie in your- 
self, if you’re careless in discarding 
matches or cigarettes, if you smoke 
in closets, the farage or attic... 
worst of all, in bed.” 

Let’s follow that sound advice. 
Let’s prevent our own personal 
little Cocoanut Grove.

A statement issued by the National Sponsors’ Committee of the Unite 
Church Canvass including representatives of sixteen faiths—Christia 


and Jewish. 


The time has come when we 
Americans must recapture our re- 
ligious faith and fervor. We must 
recognize that faith in God is as 
essential to the well-being of man 
as bread and meat; that the peace 
cannot be won alone with men and 
guns and tanks and airplanes and 
ships. God must become the gen- 
erating force of our lives, of the 
lives of all men everywhere. In 
the home, in the factory, in the 
office, in the government, on the 
street—God must be there and we, 
all of us, must be conscious of His 
presence. We must re-shape our 
way of life so that, like the found- 
ers of our nation, we live not by 
bread alone but by an indwelling 
spirit which emerges only from the 
depths of our souls, from God. 

When our nation was founded 
more than a century and a half ago, 
it was the product not only of a po- 
litical theory but of spiritual con- 
victions and a deep faith in Al- 
mighty God. None can read the 
story of those early years or the 
basic documents of our nation and 
fail to recognize that God was an 
ever-present reality to the founders 
of this Republic and to Him they 
looked for guidance in all human 
undertakings and relationships.

Householders are ad- 
vised to purchase dark colored 
shades, if possible, in making new 
installations, The intensity of the 
light behind the shade will deter.

the shade is satisiactory. Venetian 
blinds are satisfactory. Materials 
such as celanese are unsatisfactory, 
Cellar windows must be screened

Greenhouses, chicken farms, and

Parking Lights: Automobiles 
which are parked in any public way 


shall have all lights extinguished 
except parking lights and _ tail 
lights. Motor vehicles parked off 


any public way shall have all 
lights extinguished. In the event of 
an accident in which a parked car 
is involved, the owner may be held 
liable if the car is parked on a 
public way without parking lights. 
In the event of a blackout, the 
owner js responsible for extin- 
guishing the parking lights on any 
automobile which has been parked 
with the lights on. 


Headlights: The upper half, but 
no more than the upper half, of 
each headlight lens shall be com- 
pletely obscured by black paint, 
tape, or approved opaque material. 
Inspectors from the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles and M.P.’s_ will 
check on headlights. 


Store Windows: Lights in dis- 
play or show windows such as 
those of stores and restaurants 
should be limited to one 15W. in- 
candescent lamp for each 8 feet 
of horizontal linear opening. All 
such lights shall be separated from 
each other by a distance of at 
least eight feet. The show window 
must be screened from the main 
part of the establishment by 4 
light-proof backdrop or partition, 
Venetian ‘blinds are not considered 
light proof backdrops in show win 
dows. Special regulations are in 
force for places required by State 
Law to have the interior of the es 
tablishment visible from the street. 
Store owners may consult the Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, the Chief 
of Police, the Chief Air Raid War- 
den or the Blackout Officer for 
further information. A shielded 
light may be left in a store at 
night only if arrangements are 
made to turn the light off in case 
of a blackout, 

Church Windows: All church 
windows must be shielded unless 
dark stained glass reduces the 
light to a satisfactory intensity.
